Mount Vernon’s New Church 
Building 

Rev. Estel D. Moore went to Mount 
Vernon, Ill., as pastor in the fall of 
1946. At that time the church was wor- 
shiping in an old frame building and 
had a three-room frame parsonage 
that was in a serious dilapidated con- 
dition. In the fall of 1947, he erected 
a nice six-room cinder-block parson- 
age with full basement. This was ac- 
complished by the faithful and volun- 
tary help of the members and friends 
of the church, who donated practical- 
ly all of the labor, including the 
plumbing and carpenter work. The 
work continued to grow, and the build- 
ing spirit continued to increase in both 
the pastor and the members, until the 
pastor and his wife soon became will- 
ing to sacrifice their nice parsonage 
in order to have a new church build- 
ing with Sunday School rooms to ac- 
commodate the continually increasing 
congregation and Sunday School. Now 
the old church and the: new parson- 
age have been sold, and the proceeds 
from same invested in the nice 42x62 
feet brick church shown above, with 
blower-type furnace and nine Sunday 
School rooms in the basement. We 
could not give justice to the cause to 
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fail to mention the faithful work of 
the pastor’s wife and all of the 
L.W.W.B. They made candy and pop- 
corn balls, had bake sales, and made 
and sold needlework, and I am not 
at all sure that they did not bring 
some money to help on the building. 
City officials, businessmen, contrac- 
tors, and skilled laborers from the dif- 
ferent crafts joined in donating their 
skill, labor, and finance to make this 
nice building possible.

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DISREGARD FOR BIBLE LEADS WEDDING VOWS TO 
BE SWITCHED TO “SO LONG AS YOU LOVE” 


This breach of social ethics gives rise to the statements 
of Jesus “But as the days of Noe were, so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be. For as in the days that were 
before the flood they were eating and drinking, marrying 
and giving in marriage, until the day Noe entered into 
the ark, and knew not until the flood came, and took them 
all away; so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. 

“And they said, Moses suffered to write a bill of divorce- 
ment, and to put her away. And Jesus answered and said 
unto them, For the hardness of your heart he wrote you 
this precept.” Matt, 24:37-39; Mark 10:4, 5. 

Worcester, Mass.— A Worcester clergyman has changed 
a portion of the wedding vows which reads, “so long as 
you both shall live” to “so long as you both shall love.” 

The Rev. Gordon B. McKeeman of All Souls Universalist 
Church today said the original version was “antiquated.” 
He said it does not conform to the “present cultural pat- 
tern of society.” 

“Marriage legally is a civil ceremony and the basis of 
marriage is love—it has not always been so—but on the 
basis of our present culture it is,” the clergyman said. 

“If a minister says, ‘so long as you both shall live,’ he 
is binding a couple to take a vow that is not true according 
to civil law. 

“There is no reason to ask couples to take a vow which 
they may not keep,” he said. 

The Universalist Church, he explained, does not bind 
its ministers to any regulations, but the legal require- 
ments. He said he has performed between fifteen and 
twenty marriages using the word “love” instead of “live.”

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The Premillennial Second Coming of vesus

(This article lays emphasis on Teach- 
ing No. 18.) 


The language of the apostle is un- 
mistakably clear when he delves into 
the mystery of the resurrection in this 
particular chapter. He begins in the 
third verse by saying that “Christ died 
for our sins according to the scrip- 
tures; and that he was buried, and 
- that he arose again the third day ac- 
cording to the scriptures.” He follows

through by saying that “he was seen 
of Cephas, then of the twelve: after 
that, he was seen of above five hun- 
dred brethren.” He later “was seen of 
James... and last of all he was seen 
of me, also.” In verse twelve he re- 
sumes his argument that if Christ be 
not risen, why preach Christ? Faith in 
a dead Christ is a dead faith, and you 
are yet in your sins. “But now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and be- 
come the firstfruits of them that slept. 
But every man in his own order: 
Christ the firstfruits; afterwards they 
that are Christ’s at his coming. But 
some man will say, How are the dead 
raised up? and with what body do 
they come? So also is the resurrection 
of the dead. It is sown in corruption; 
it is raised in incorruption: it is sown 
in dishonor; it is raised in glory: it is 
sown in weakness; it is raised in 
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“Behold, | shew you a mystery; We shall not all sleep, but 
we shall all be changed, in a moment, in the twinkling of 


an eye.. 


. and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and 


we shall be changed,” 1 Cor. 15:51, 52. 


power: it is sown a natural body; it is 
raised a spiritual body.” 
The Order of His Coming 

“And when he had spoken these 
things, while they beheld, he was tak- 
en up; and a cloud received him out 
of their sight. And while they looked 
steadfastly toward heaven as he went 
up, behold, two men stood by them in 
white apparel; which also said, Ye 
men of Galilee, why stand ye gazing 
up into heaven? this same Jesus, 
which is taken from you into heaven, 
shall so come in liké manner as ye 
have seen him go into heaven,” Acts 
1:9-11. 

Here the order is distinctly clear. 
They saw Him go up into heaven; a 
cloud received Him up. Then the two 
men appeared on the scene to confirm 
the simple fact that He will come as 
He went away. 

“But I would not have you to be ig- 
norant, brethren, concerning them 
which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
even as others which have no hope. 
For if we believe that Jesus died and 
rose again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. 
For the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first: then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, to 
meet the Lord in the air: and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord,” 1 Thess. 
4:13-17. 

Matthew tells us that His coming 
will be as the lightning that shines 
from the east to the west. This will be 
the order of His coming. “For where- 
soever the carcase is, there will the 
eagles be gathered together.” 

The conditions that prevailed in 
Noah’s day are to be re-enacted in the 
last days. We have the solemn warn- 
ing to watch therefore for in such an 
hour as ye think not the Son of man 
cometh. 

The Marriage Supper 
It seems very clear that when the 


Lord comes for His saints, the nex 
thing in Bible order will be the mar- 
riage supper of the Lamb. On the dark 
night of Christ’s betrayal, He spoke in 
positive terms of the coming kingdom, 
and to me the promise of the marriage 
of the Lamb is as plain, in Luke. “And 
I appoint unto you a kingdom, as my 
Father hath appointed unto me; that 
ye may eat and drink at my table in 
my kingdom, and sit on thrones judg- 
ing the twelve tribes of Israel,” chap. 
22:29, 30. Again in Matthew: “And he 
took the cup, and gave thanks, and 
gave it to them, saying, Drink ye all 
of it; for this is my blood of the new 
testament, which is shed for many 
for the remission of sins. But I say 
unto you, I will not drink henceforth 
of this fruit of the vine, until that day 
when I drink it new with you in my 
Father’s kingdom,” chap. 26:27-29. Th 
record in Mark’s Gospel is the same a 
in Matthew’s. The Lord makes the 
promise of a new kingdom and a new 
supper. 

Let us turn to the Revelation, chap- 
ter 19. The writer begins with the 
triumphant shout of victory, victory 
over the harlot who had corrupted the 
whole earth with her fornication 
(spiritual). In verse 3 the alleluia’s rise 
when the smoke of her torment 
ascends from the pits of despair. 

We move swiftly on to the scene of 
the marriage of the Lamb. The wife 
has made herself ready. The Bride- 
groom has taken her to Himself. Verse 
9, “And he saith unto me, Write, 
Blessed are they which are called unto 
the marriage supper of the Lamb. And 
he saith unto me, These are the true 


sayings of God.” Moving on to u@ e 


11, we see the marriage supper ended 
and the Lord mounted on a white 
horse coming back to the earth, with 
eyes as a flame of fire, and his vesture 
dipped in blood. Verse 15 tells us that 
“out of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, 
that with it he should smite the na- 
tions: and he shall rule them with a 
rod of iron: and he treadeth the wine- 
press of the fierceness and wrath of 
Almighty God.” He will make war with 
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the beast and the false prophet, and 
will overcome them and cast them in- 
to the lake of fire alive. The mention 
of these events is recorded in several 
places in the Word of God. Let us look 
at some of these passages. 

In 2 Thess. 1:7-10 we read, “And to 
you who are troubled rest with us, 
when the Lord Jesus shall be revealed 
from heaven with his mighty angels, 
in flaming fire taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, and that 

bey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus 

hrist: who shall be punished with 
everlasting destruction from the pres- 
ence of the Lord, and from the glory 
of his power; when he shall come to 
be glorified in his saints, and to be 
admired in all them that believe in 
that day.” 

Then in Rev. 1:7 the writer says, 
“Behold, he cometh with clouds; and 
every eye shall see him, and they also 
which pierced him: and all kindreds 
of the earth shall wail because of him. 
Even so, Amen.” 


Jude tells us that “Enoch also, the 
seventh from Adam, prophesied of 
these, saying, Behold, the Lord cometh 
with ten thousands of his saints, to 
execute judgment upon all, and to 
convince all that are ungodly among 
them of all their ungodly deeds which 
they have ungodly committed, and of 
all their hard speeches which ungodly 
sinners have spoken against him.” 


Satan to Be Bound 

“And I saw an angel come down 
from heaven, having the key of the 
bottomless pit and a great chain in 
his hand. And he laid hold on the 
dragon, that old serpent, which is the 
Devil, and Satan, and bound him a 
thousand years, and cast him into the 
bottomless pit, and shut him up, and 
set a seal upon him, that he should 
deceive the nations no more, till the 
thousand years should be fulfilled: 
and after that he must be loosed for 
a little season. And I saw thrones, and 
they that sat upon them, and judg- 
ment was given unto them: and I saw 


the souls of them that were beheaded 
for the witness of Jesus, and for the 
word of God, and which had not 
worshipped the beast, neither his 
image, neither had received his mark 
upon their foreheads, or in their 
hands; and they lived and reigned 
with Christ a thousand years.” Here 
we see the stage set for the Millen- 
nium. At this time the nations of the 
earth have been conquered, and Satan 
that deceived them is bound with a 
chain and sealed up in the pit, not 
allowed to deceive the nations for the 
thousand years (here is the Millennial 
kingdom). We see Christ as He sits 
upon the throne of his father David 
(after the flesh), as He begins His rule 
of the kingdoms of this world, which 
rule is to subdue all evil powers and 
fulfil the promise made so positive in 
the Old and New Testament concern- 
ing the period we like to call the Gold- 
en Age.

We were privileged to be the first or- 
phanage representation to have a 
service at their state convention. 


A number of the children went with 
us for an Orphanage service at the 
South Carolina state convention. We 
were delighted ‘to have had the privi- 
lege of enjoying several services. 
Brothers H. R. Moorhead and Brady 
Dennis are to be commended for the 
fine program we found in progress up- 
on arriving. 

Our next Orphanage program was 
given at the Alabama state camp 
meeting on Saturday night. Brothers 
W. E. Johnson and Fred Jernigan and 
their good folks were having a great 
meeting. 

We were scheduled next for the 
Mississippi state convention. Brothers 
John L. Byrd and E. H. Babb and all 
the Mississippians there gave us a 
royal welcome, We had the longest 
Orphanage service Thursday night 
that we ever had. Being the first such 
service at their state convention, it 
created considerable interest.

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Executive Missions 
Secretary Reports on 
Trip to Europe, Egypt 


Inasmuch as Brother H. L. Chesser, 
our General Overseer, has given a fine 
report on our trip to Paris, France, to 
attend the World Pentecostal Confer- 
ence, which convened May 21-29, and 
our visit to Germany, there is little left 
for me to tell about this part of our 
trip. See the General Overseer’s report 
on “Trip to Paris” appearing in the 
Evangel of July 9 (center spread). 
Also our Editor-in-Chief gave the 
minutes of the World Conference in 
the Evangel, so you have already been 
informed about this great gathering of 
representatives of the Pentecostal 
movement from thirty-two nations. 
You will bear with me if I tell you 
some more about it, for I do not be- 
lieve we will ever be able to tell it all, 
especially the way the dear Lord 
blessed us together—we who had many 
different backgrounds and who had 
been rocked in so many different 
church cradles. 

After one of the good services, I ap- 
proached a brother over on one side of 
the room. He was smiling and looked 
so happy, and I felt so good. It seemed 
I had known him all my life, so I said, 
“Brother, isn’t the Lord wonderfully 
good to us?” I saw immediately that 
he did not understand me. I quickly 
asked if he spoke French or Spanish. 
He shook his head and answered, “Hal- 
lelujah!” Then I said, “Hallelujah,” 
and we both said, “Hallelujah,” to- 
gether and embraced each other, un- 
derstanding perfectly well that we 
were brothers, having the same Father, 
but we just hadn’t learned how to talk 
with each other yet. I can’t tell you 
how wonderful it was. But won’t it be 
more wonderful, indeed, when in 
heaven we meet those redeemed from 
every kindred; tongue, and people, 
when we can all understand perfectly 
through the hallelujah language! 

Throughout the Conference the 
thought before us predominantly was 
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of the soon-coming of the Lord and 
the great question of the earth’s read- 
iness to receive Him. Special emphases 
were placed on the tremendous need 
of evangelizing the world in this gen- 
eration. When you think about more 
than half the people in the world hav- 
ing not heard the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, you wonder how we can spread 
the good news to them in so short a 
time. We alone can not do it.. All 
born-again Christians everywhere, co- 
ordinating all our prayers and re- 
sources and using every available 
means, must face this gigantic task 
together, then leave the results with 
the Lord of the harvest. 

We learned at the Conference in 
Paris that from Monte Carlo, Switzer- 
land, the Swiss pastors are broadcast- 
ing the gospel over powerful radio sta- 
tions. The gospel over the air in 
Europe is a new thing. A radio was 
brought to the platform, and, although 
reception was poor, we received greet- 
ings from the brethren in Switzerland. 
Herman Parli, Bellinzona, Switzerland, 
told us of four or five stations on 
which time is available, and which 
would make it possible to reach the 
entire continent of Europe, the Near 
East, and North Africa with the gospel 
message. Recently, Brothers Seyda and 
Lauster were able to broadcast from 
Germany, which was our first broad- 
cast in Europe. Religious freedom in 
Europe is a matter about which every 
Christian should be concerned. 

I wish you could have heard the 
ministers telling of the great needs 
throughout the world. The people in 
Italy appealed to God’s people for 
more earnest prayers. From Sicily the 
cry came, “Pray for religious freedom.” 
Pastor Kramaritsch of Vienna told of 
the desperate conditions under which 
displaced persons in Austria are living. 
He said there were one hundred and 
fifty Pentecostal families that must be 





helped to find homes in some other 
countries almost immediately. Pastor 
Voll of Berlin, Germany, told of a great 
need of a place of worship in Berlin. 


of the gospel. In Portugal there is 
great Pentecostal revival, and mor 
calls are coming in for workers and 
for funds for places of worship. Pastor 
Alwis told of the work in South India 
and Ceylon, and begged for prayer on 
behalf of his country. Finally, Stanly 
Damon told us of the great need in 
Belgium, with its nine million people. 
Brother Kinderman, who has traveled 
extensively in Europe, relieving tens of 
thousands of needy, hungry people by 
distributing food, clothing, etc., says 
the need of relief is still very urgent. 
I found this true, also, where I went. 
Even where food and clothing are 
available, the poor suffering people are 
without money to buy it. Our hearts 
were greatly stirred with gratitude 
to God for the way He is working, and 
we feel that this great’ Conference— 
Fellowship—has given us all a new 
vision of the great need, and that we 
must pledge our very best to take this 
message to all the world in our day. 
In Paris, Brother Chesser and I se- 
cured tourist permits to visit our work 
in Germany. Brother John C. Jernigan, 
who had been with us attending the 
Conference, left for London and ulti- 
mately the Land of Dixie. We tried tuo 
get him to go on with us, since his re-

turn ticket read “From Frankfort, Ger- 
many, to London, then to New York,” 
but he said, “I’m going back to Amer- 
ica. I have always been against riding 
in airplanes, but I am ready to ride 
one now.” Brother Robert R. Seyda, 
our German superintendent, accom- 
panied us through Switzerland and in- 
to Germany. After passing the hurdle 
of German customs (as Brother Ches- 
ser described), we were, of course, all 
eyes, looking out the windows to see 
all we could in Germany. We passed 
through the beautiful black forest and 
entered some fine farming sections of 
southern Germany. Brother Seyda 
said, “Do you see those little strips of 
land about the size of gardens? They 
are fields owned by different farmers. 
Most of the garden fields are worked 
by hand by all members of the fam- 
ily.” He began to name, in German, 
different vegetables and fruits I had 
never heard of before, but on coming 
closer to a field I saw that they were 
the same things we call potatoes, 
beans, beets, lettuce, etc. 

As we pulled into Stuttgart, we saw 
where entire blocks of buildings had 
been blasted to ruins by the war bomb- 
ings. At first Brother Chesser and I 
snapped pictures of these various sites, 
but soon it became commonplace, and 
later was even sickening, for those 
ruins were literal cemeteries. Hundreds 
of people were buried under the debris. 
They have begun to rebuild certain 
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parts of the city, but it seems the work 
is progressing very slowly. Italy is 
making far greater progress with her 
rebuilding. 

After Brother Seyda brought us to 
the Lausters’, he left for Genoa, Italy, 
to meet his family, who was arriving 
from America. Frankly, I do not know 
what we would have done without him. 
We couldn’t even place a telephone 
call for Brother Lauster to meet us 
at the station. He really did help us. 

Since Brother Chesser’s schedule 
would not permit his staying over, he 
told Brother Lauster to have me stay 
for his young people’s convention, 
scheduled for that week end, on Pen- 
tecost Sunday. There was no begging 
off. I stayed and preached Saturday 
night, three times Sunday, and twice 
Monday, I believe. A splendid group of 
young people came from miles around. 
The services were held in the new 
brick church. The building was crowd- 
ed all day Sunday. They counted and 
estimated at least five hundred people 
present. All my preaching was through 
Brother Lauster, who served as inter- 
preter. He was filled with enthusiasm 
and did the job well. On Pentecost 
Sunday we preached on “Receiving the 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost,” and I be- 
lieve five received the Baptism that 
day. One American soldier, who was 
stationed at Bremen, Germany, at- 
tended the service and received the 
Baptism. Truly, the Lord gave us a 





most wonderful service, a real Pente- 
cost on Pentecost Sunday. One thing 
was very commendable of the young 
people: when it was their time to take 
part of the service, they were all right 
there. I saw no shirkers. No one had 
to be asked the second time. They 
were there with their musical instru- 
ments tuned and ready to play, sing, 
preach, pray, testify, or do whatever 
was in order. They have some real tal- 
ented, consecrated young people whom 
I know God will use in the further- 
ance of His kingdom in this needy 
country. They begged me to stay and 
start a Bible School, and oh how they 
do need a school! And now rejoice 
with them, for in my recent corre- 
spondence from Brother Seyda he 
states the Bible School is already in 
its first session in the church at 
Schorendorf. Thank God for the Bible 
School in Germany! 

Possibly some of you would like to 
hear more about the people and how 
they live. Well, they have no houses 
in the country miles apart from each 
other, as you have here in America. 
Everyone lives in villages, towns, or 
cities. From their earliest history, the 
farmers grouped their houses together 
and worked their little farms for miles 
around. They kept all their livestock 
right under the same roof with them, 
to protect them. When the roving 
bands of marauders would attack, to 
steal and plunder everything. they

had, they could quickly band together 
to fight the common enemy. For much 
over a thousand years these people 
have kept their cows, horses, sheep, 
and goats in their basements. They 
have no front porches to their houses. 
They have two front doors. One opens 
to the stairs that leads up to the fam- 
ily living quarters, the other to the 
basement at the ground level. If you 
enter the wrong front door, “Old 
Bossy” will likely “moo” at you, and 
they do have the largest milch cows, 
imported from Switzerland, where 
they grow so hearty, climbing moun- 
tains! They depend on the milch cow 
for milk and butter, for pulling their 
wagons and carts, and for plowing in 
’ the field. Occasionally, you will see 
the cow and the horse hitched to- 
gether, pulling the larger wagons. You 
must realize that these people are 
having it very hard, financially, now. 
It takes three marks and thirty phe- 
nigs to make one American dollar. 
Skilled labor makes about one mark 
an hour. Imagine how hard it is on 
them to work for $2.40 a day and at 
the same time pay $1.51 a dozen for 
eggs, the same amount for a pound 
of butter, and forty marks for a pair 
of shoes that would compare to our 
$8.00 shoes. Or think of paying a 
whole month’s wages for a suit of 
clothes. It is true, they don’t have 
many nylons and a lot of the fancy, 
expensive, unnecessary frills as here 
in America, for many of them have 
been forced to economize to the point 
of great sacrifice. 

At Stuttgart I embraced and said 
farewell to Brother Lauster. He men- 
tioned how he would like to see his 
children, Walter and Mary, who are in 
Lee College, but was so happy they 
were being schooled here. He ex- 
pressed the joy of their return to help 
him in the ministry. As the train 
pulled away, we waved as long as we 
could see each other. With my hand- 
kerchief still waving for a long, long 
way, I thought about the way God had 
wonderfully blessed our brother 
through all those times of struggles 
and imprisonment for the gospel’s 
sake. 

With no one to speak German for 
me, I offered my ticket to the first 
fellow I thought was a conductor, but 
he wasn’t. Finally, the conductor 
came, and I was all set until a little 
fellow came in at a station and wanted 
to take my luggage off the train. I 
refused him, as I was sure it was not 
the town for custom inspection. The 
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boy went away and in a few minutes a 
big police came. While I couldn’t un- 
derstand his words, I understood his 
sign language, and then I allowed the 
boy to help me. But at the custom 
office the police helped me. He took 
my passport around to the custom of- 
ficer who motioned me through ahead 
of many others. One passenger 
thought I didn’t know what to do. He 
tried to stop me, but the officer beck- 
oned again for me to pass through to 
the next office, and, of course, I went 
ahead of all the rest. They asked the 
usual question, if-I had cigarettes or 
whiskey, and I said, “No.” He had me 
open only one of my four pieces of 
luggage and passed me by, so I board- 
ed the train again soon and bade Ger- 
many good-bye. 

I arrived at Zurich, Switzerland, 
about 9 p. m., where I spent the night. 
The next morning I left for Rome, 
Italy. As the electric train darted in 
and out of tunnels and around through 
those gigantic, most beautiful moun- 
tains, capped with snow, with the 
many mirror lakes reflecting the sky, 
the clouds, and the green forests, I 
saw what must undoubtedly be by far 
the most scenic country in all the 
world. While standing at the window 
the train rounded a curve that spun 
me to my knees, but I arose again to 
admire the beauties which God had 
so generously given Switzerland. 

In the Swiss Mountains I saw boys 


working in the hay fields dressed in 
bright-colored clothing almost as at- 
tractive as a band suit. Then coming 
down from Switzerland, entering Italy, 
we came on to the Northern Lombardy 
plain, to Italy’s financial center and 
wealthiest manufacturing city, Milan 
(Milano). Here I had to change trains 
and wait about an hour and twenty 
minutes. I jumped into a taxi and had 
him to run me over to the convent ad- 


delle Grazie, where I saw “ ‘The Las 
Supper’ painted by Leonardo da Vinci, 
which is considered by many critics 
to be the most nearly perfect picture 
ever painted.”—Britiannica Junior. 
From Milan to Rome the ‘car was 
crowded, and I was really tired. 

While awaiting ship sailing confir- 
mations, I was privileged to see some 
of the important places in Rome. One 
was the gigantic Colosseum, completed 
by Titus with some 40,000 captive Jews 
he took from Jerusalem when he com- 
pletely destroyed the Holy City. It was 
here Christians were given alive to 
wild beasts, before cheering 6 :07- 
thirsty mobs. Also, I saw the Cata- 
combs, where Christians buried their 
dead and worshiped secretly under- 
ground during the long siege of per- 
secutions. No one knows how far these 
grounds extend. I visited the dungeons 
where the apostles Paul and Peter 
were imprisoned, and the places of 
their execution, which I will explain 
more extensively later.

The definition of the word “rest” 
is “cessation from motion or disturb- 
ance; quiet; peace; to be satisfied; 
cause to cease from labor.” 

From personal observation of the 
conditions of the world today, I believe 
its greatest need is rest. It is my ear- 
nest desire and prayer that the follow- 
ing remarks may be instrumental in 
promoting the cause of “rest” in the 
lives of individuals. 

To me, three of the most precious 
and encouraging words that were ever 
uttered by our Lord during His pil- 
grimage on earth, are “COME UNTO 
ME.” These words, although spoken 
nearly two thousand years ago, have 
brought peace, comfort, and satisfac- 
tion to the hearts of all who have been 
willing to heed them, and they have 
lost no power whatever in our day. 
These blessed words, which gave sight, 
comfort, and assurance to blind Bar- 
timaeus; which brought peace, cheer 
and wonderful light to the sin-dark- 
ened home of Zacchaeus; which caused 
the great apostle Paul to willingly of- 
fer his head at Nero’s block; which 
gave inspiration and courage to the 
thousands of the early followers to the 
extent that they were more willing to 
suffer the death of a martyr than to 
recant from their firm belief in the 
“Carpenter of Nazareth,” are the only 
source of remedy for this sin-sick, 
heartless, ungodly world. 

As peace of mind blessed the life of 
Legion, the mad man of the tombs, 
at the meeting of the Master, so, also, 
by this Blessed One of God, can rest, 
calmness and quietness of life and soul 
be given to men in this day. This world 
is in a seething turmoil. This is a time 
of unrest and trouble. Men of great 
learning, who seemingly have broad 
intellects, who have spent many years 
endeavoring to cope with the different 
situations that confront the peoples 
of this day, have proved to be absolute 
failures when called upon to answer 
the simple question “HOW CAN WE 
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HAVE PEACE AND REST?” Peace 
conferences have proved to be of no 
avail. Signed treaties and pacts to 
avert war and retain peace have be- 
come, it appears, only worthless docu- 
ments, as there is distrust, confusion, 
and unrest even in the captials of the 
different nations. Men are at their 
wit’s end as to how this problem of 
unrest is to be solved. So is it in the 
individual lives of all those who have 
failed to heed the plea of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, “COME UNTO ME.” 


Surely we are in the days of the 
closing of the Gentile dispensation. As 
has been foretold in the early days, 
we have never seen such running to 
and fro like this day and time, when 
men are seeking rest and finding none. 
The seashores are crowded to their 
capacities; the lodging camps, picture 
shows, dance halls, parks, roadside 
inns, and all places of recreation are 
filled to overflowing. Why? People are 
seeking something to satisfy them- 
selves. Millions of dollars is spent, 
thousands of miles are roamed, in the 
quest of rest, and at the end of all 
these earthly trails there is the same 
disquietness of soul, unrest. of mind, 
dissatisfaction and incontentment. 
There is a cause for this. Why is it? 

To find rest and satisfaction, many 
have tried everything else except the 
right source. They have tried every 
prescribed cure except the ONLY one. 
There is NOTHING that will give you 
rest of mind and peace of soul, AB- 
SOLUTELY NOTHING, except “COME 
UNTO ME,” as saith the Lord. Men, 
and women, also, try to drown their 
unhappiness, unrest of mind, and dis- 
satisfaction by the use of alcohol; but 
it simply can’t be done. This only 
brings on more disquietness of the 
soul. Little children, ragged, hungry 
and forsaken, with none to love them, 
no one to offer a kind word, no loving 
arms to enfold and protect them, are 
roaming the back alleys, obtaining 
most of their food from the trash cans, 
while ungodly, unholy, and unthank- 
ful fathers and mothers, who are not 
worthy to be fathers and mothers, 
spend their time and means in de- 
bauchery, carousing and _ revelry. 
Surely there is a cause for this; surely 
there is a strong reason why mothers 
and fathers neglect and mistreat their 
offspring in such a shameful manner. 
Yes, my friends, there is a reason; 
there is a cause for all this. They are 
seeking rest, contentment, satisfac- 
tion and peace of mind, but have taken 
the wrong road. 


Since the offer for a solution to this 
pitiful situation was made nearly two 
thousand years ago, on Calvary’s hill, 
if the offer is rejected, can one con- 
sole qne’s mind with the vain thought 
that there will be no penalty exacted 
for this rejection? My friends, there is 
no escape whatever from the penalty! 
When you stand, trembling with fear, 
in the blazing light of God’s white- 
throne judgment and see those dear 
little children, whom you have neglect 
ed, and rejected, point their thi 
scrawny fingers at you and condemn 
you for your conduct in this life; when 
your precious, ill-treated wife (or hus- 
band), who has toiled and labored in 
your behalf while you were carelessly 
roaming here and there seeking a 
“good” time, condemns you; when you 
hear the dreaded sentence from the 
Great Judge, then, if it were at all pos- 
sible, you would readily, gladly and 
willingly give this entire world just for 
the opportunity to live your life anew. 
But, alas, it will be too late. You will 
have spent your course, you will have 
come to the end of the way. The gold- 
en opportunities will have slipped by 
you, and you will have FAILED. Then 
you must pay in FULL for your failure. 

Heed the text: “Come unto me, 
ALL.” This is a universal call; it is for 
you; it is for me, for the white man® 
the black man, the rich man, the poor 
man, and “WHOSOEVER will, let him 
TAKE the water of life FREELY.” May 
the Lord bless you.

stored in our second Adam, who is the 
Lord from heaven. 

Isaiah (chapter 2) gives us a minia- 
ture glimpse of the coming of this 
glorious kingdom. He tells us that the 
mountain (here “mountain,” figura- 
tively, simply means kingdom) of the 
Lord’s house shall be established in the 
tops of the mountains, and it is to be 
xalted above the hills, and all nations 
hall flow into it. He is to send out 
the law, and to teach us His way of 
government. The prophet says He will 
judge the nations and rebuke many 
people. Nation shall not lift sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more. Also, in chapter 11, we 
have another view. This one is the 
peace that fills the whole earth, and 
the animals become tame, the wolf 
and the lamb dwelling together. A lit- 
tle child shall lead the young lion, and 
the calf, the cow, and the bear shall 
feed their young, the lion eating straw 
like the ox. 

I wonder if' we can possibly grasp 
the meaning of it all.

Then 
the heathen that are left around about 
you shall know that I the Lord build 
the ruined places, and plant that that 
was desolate: I the Lord have spoken 
it, and I will do it,” Ezek. 36:34-36.

Again we read in Amos 9:11-13, “In
